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SOURCES FOR LOW-COST FJLM RENTAL 

There arc many sources for rental of educational flJms. They fall into three 
categories: university film libraries, commercial rental libraries, and producers^. 

Univerftty film libraries 

Cost of renting films from such 4ibraries is low, ranging from $2.00 to $15.00, 
plus the cost of postage. Many libraries service educational institutions anywhere 
in the United States; aome serve only their own State or nearby States. Some 
charge a minimal amount for their catalog ($1.00 to $3.00). Service from libraries 
in distant States* is excellent and prompt. Popular films need to be booked well 
in advance. Many relevant social welfare films are in the collections of most major 
university libraries. This listing by States is not necessarily complete, but it has

(Many producers do not distribute -their own films but rely 
on- purchase by libraries for distribution.) Generally, commercial libraries do n5t 
purchase as many educational films as do university libraries. Also their rental 
prices tend to be higher. They can provide prompt service and often have fllnis 
which arc not available from other sources. Only a few rental libraries are listed. 
These have some titles, related to social welfare. This is only a beginning list. 
CoUcges making extensive use of films should establish a relationship with a 
nearby commercial resource. * . •
